House and senate combined 
to pile up a 359-to-32 vote 
against Mr. Hoover’s veto of 
the bill, the senate voting 61 
to 18 and the house 298*to 14 
for enactment, 
“the presi­ 
dent’s wishes to the contrary 
notwithstanding.” 
Mr. Hoover objected to the meas 
ure on the ground It established a 
"new 
basis’' 
for 
pensioning, 
be­ 
cause It included men disabled by 
‘•vicious habits,” reduced to seven 
ty days the required term of serv­ 
ice 
for pensioning 
.and allowed 
pensions without, proof of need. 
His defeat cut short a last effort 
to stem the tide against him. Pearly 
in the day a comprom ise bill Was 
submitted to the president and ap­ 
proved, 
but congress leaders 
re­ 
jected the plan to have it voted on 
prior to the veto voter. 
An effort 
to postpone action on the veto In 
the house until Thursday, too, was 
defeated, by a 233 to 66 vote. 
It was the first of President Hoo 
v er’s vetoes to be overriden.

^>u»e sustained his objections to a 
liner hill, providing for a memor­ 
ial coin. 
Congressional records showed to­ 
d a y ’s majority the heaviest piled up 
against a presidential veto in the 
last quarter of a century. President 
Hoover didn’t get the support of a 
single Democrat among those who 
supported him, but lost scores of 
Republicans in tile pension fight.

PROHIBITION BILL

REPORTED TO HOUSE 


Stubborn 
Minority Op­

five members was leading a fight 
against the com m ission’s program 
as an invasion of rights guaranteed 
under the constitution.
